Four student councillors have 
proposed a set of amendments to 
the Students’ Society of McGill 
University (SSMU) constitution 
designed to give students a more 
direct say in students’ society deci- 
sions. 

According to Arts representa- 
tive to Council Montgomery Shil- 
lington, the amendments’ primary 
objectives arc to increase students’ 
voice in SSMU policy matters, to 
make the SSMU executives more 
responsible to the student body and 
to make the running of the Society 
more efficient. 

One amendment proposes that 
the SSMU Vice President Finance 
be elected from the student body in 
general rather than from among 
prc-clcctcd councillors as he or she 
is now. Although this proposal is 
not expected to meet much opposi- 
tion from Councillors, a number of 
the amendments arc controversial. 



their proposal signed by four Coun- 
cil members. The proposal is then 
debated at Council, and only if it 
passes by a two-thirds majority can 
it go to student referendum. 

SSMU President Nancy Coté 
did not support this amendment, 
“We have to be careful in defining 
what a constitution is, and that sub- 
stantial changes arc not subject to 
passing fancy,” she said. 

The amendment also proposes, 
however, that all SIR questions be 
subject to review by the Judicial 
Board to ensure that they arc con- 
structively inclined. It also gives 
the Judicial Board the power to 
declare any SIR question invalid. 



Students’ Society may open up 
to more students 
The most controversial amend- 
ment is one that creates a Student 
Initiated Referendum (SIR), which 
would allow students to initiate 
direct change to the SSMU Consti- 
tution and its By-Laws. 

According to the amendment, a 
petition signed by at least 500

Another controversial amend- 
ment proposes setting up a student 
committee for reviewing paid staff 
members of the Society. 

At present, students can file 
complaints against SSMU paid 
staff with the Executive Director, 
who is also a paid employee. 

The amendment would allow 
SSMU councillors to review the 
complaints along with the Director. 
A Staff Review Committee would 
be created, consisting of the Direc- 
tor, the President, and four elected 
members from the Students’ Coun- 
cil. The amendment requires the 
StudenlRevicw Committee to meet 
at least once a year. 



to the rights and privileges of other 
University employees. Such an 
agreement docs not allow for stu- 
dent review. Coté said SSMU staff 
are regarded as University employ- 
ees so they can enjoy more employ- 
ment benefits and provide continu- 
ity. 

The SSMU is responsible for 
salaries, allowances and direct 
fringe benefits of its staff. 

“Since students pay for all the 
staff positions through the Society, 
there should be some way by which 
we can review them,” said Clubs 
representative Frcya Kodar, a sig- 
nator of the amendments. 

Other amendments included the 
establishment of a Policy Review 
Committee which would be respon- 
sible for reviewing current and past 
SSMU policies. 

Shillington said the proposals 
are not really “radical" and that he 
hopes Councillors will be receptive 
to them.

Two of the amendments require 
that SSMU executives, the Presi- 
dent and VPs Finance, Internal, 
External and University Affairs 
lake a maximum of only nine cred- 
its per academic semester.

What a pity it had to be an actual 
physical, abusive and degrading act 
that has finally put the authorities’ 
spotlight on the Zeta Psi Fraternity. 
Your story in the Daily on Friday 
about the alleged gang rape came as 
no surprise. As neighbours who 
have long had to endure the excep- 
tionally shameless and inconsider- 
ate behaviour of the frat’s inmates, 
reading that in addition to their 
blaring music and their loud 
drunken buffoonery at all hours of 
the night, they also engage in sexual 
abuse and misconduct, was quite in 
keeping with the image neighbours 
have of this redbrick madhouse. 

If it is anger that you read be- 
tween the lines, then I am not em- 
phatic enough. When people arc 
forced to stay awake, sometimes 
twice a week, till four or five in the 
morning, when people must call the 
police and lodge a complaint and 
still go to bed the next night only to 
awaken at some unearthly hour like 
two or three, to hear this din of deaf- 
ening rock music, and most, when 
people feel helpless, that no matter 
what they do — speak to the obnox- 
ious offenders, call the police, con- 
tact McGill authorities— there 
appears to be no way of addressing 
the situation which is clearly unjust, 
then the feeling one has is not anger 
but rage. 

I was told that to belong to a 
fraternity was supposedly a prestig- 
ious thing. To be quite honest, my 
experience of being close to one has 
convinced me that a frat is a 
rooming-house for del inquents and 
it would be a shame to belong to 
one. The consistently insensitive, 
noisy, drunken misconduct of the 
“nice guys" who live in Zeta Psi is 
merely indicative of their ability to 
be physically and sexually abusive 
as well. 

You say in your article diat the 
Crown is handling the ease: I’m 
pretty sure if they need votes to 
evict the offenders and close down 
the frat, they will have many. On 
behalf of some neighbours of the 
frat. I’d like to express our sympa- 
thy for the girl who was allegedly 
raped.

W * orld media has consistently ignored the participa- 
tion of Palestinian women in the uprising in the 
occupied territories. The Palestinian mother fight- 
ing with the Israeli soldier taking her son is a famil- 
iar image , but women account for a much more important, 
and organized, part of the resistance.

The intifada, which has been sustained 
on the West Bank and Gaza since Decem- 
ber 1987, is a coordinated effort by the Pal- 
estinians to oppose the Israeli occupation 
through strikes, boycotts, demonstrations, 
and general civil disobedience. 

The Women’s Work Committee is a 
PLO affiliated organization playing a ma- 
jor role in the current Palestinian uprising. 
There arc many different versions of 
WWCs, all of which concentrate on 
providing jobs and childcare for women. 
Leila is the coordinator of one WWC 
which attracts all types of women. While I 
was there both young and old women 
dropped by the office, dressed in tradi- 
tional Islamic clothing or in more Western- 
ized garb. Leila broke with tradition before 
many other Palestinian (or Canadian) 



community.” 

A WWC worker stressed this idea of 
self-reliance, saying “we arc very opposed 
to charily... it is stultifying and limiting, as 
well as contrary to individual or commu- 
nity development.” 

Self-reliance is forcing women into 
situations that break with tradition in a 
radical way, situations that may seem com- 
monplace to Western eyes. 

“I shall never forget that first day when 
I took the bus at six o’clock in the morning 
from the village to Jerusalem to do errands 
for the Cooperative," says an MCC 
Embroidery Cooperative worker. "The 
other passengers, all male labourers, stared 
at me strangely. I was shy and could not 
raise my face, thinking of what was going 
through their minds. It was a forty minute

women, by studying physics at Cairo 
University. She chose not to continue in 
research because she wanted to work as a 
Palestinian for Palestinians. A teacher, 

Leila has been held in administrative 
detention by the Israeli military govern- 
ment (imprisonment without a trial for a 
period of six months) a number of limes. 
She continues to work with women 
through the WWC. 

"The WWCs started from ideology and 
arc now working with women. They’re not 
registered with the Israeli government, but 
they’re not exactly illegal. They have 
projects such as kindergartens, embroidery 
workshops, and now income-generating 
projects arc important," says Mona, a 
worker with the Mcnnonitc Central 
Committee in East Jerusalem, which began 
a women’s embroidery cooperative, now 
run entirely by the women themselves. 

The history of the WWCs begins widt 
the Israeli occupation of the West Bank 
and Gaza after the 1967 Six Day War. It 
fulfilled needs which were largely those of 
the rural population who comprised 70 per 
cent of the Palestinian population. These 
rural women were usually confined to their 
homes as wives and mothers, without 
much contact with the world outside their 
village. 

Consequently, as journalist Nadia Hijab 
writes, the WWCs could not wait for 
women to come to them, nor could they 
barge into the villages. “The WWC did not 
impose itself on the village women. It 
began by inviting those who would come 
to a meeting, and asked them what they 
thought their problems were. The WWC 
representatives would then ask the village 
women what solutions they thought were 
likely to be able to offer a solution for the

square. 

According to Israeli feminist Nomi 
Chazzan, a professor at Hebrew Univer- 
sity, “any demand for equality must 
demand the same rights for all occupants. 
An arbitrary line between equality for 
women and other occupants is incongru- 
ous. You can only go so far if you ignore 
the relation between the conflict and the 
situation of women. Women cannot avoid 
the political situation.” Chazzan says that 
polls show 80 per cent of Israeli women 
advocate direct negotiation with the PLO. 
“One women’s peace group has made a 
tablecloth for the negotiating table... We 
need the courage to make the connection 
between the conflict and women." 

For Palestinian women the conflict is 
very tangible. Abecr is a ninetccn-ycar-old 
woman who had just begun her studies at 
Birzcil University when the Israelis shut 
down the West Bank and Gazan education 
system. She fills her time teaching at the 
home schools set up by university students 
for the younger children. “I think of myself 
as a Palestinian then a woman, maybe 
because of the uprising. Everything is the 
uprising, my suffering. My whole future is 
dependent on this thing, this time." 

Members of her family have come 



home beaten by Israeli soldiers. Two of her 
cousins, when walking holding hands, as 
many Arab men do, were jeered at by some 
soldiers who then ordered them to get into

trip but it felt like it took more than two 
hours.” 

These WWCs arc crucial to the suste- 
nance of the 10-month intifada because 
they have helped transform Palestinian 
political activity. Once focusing on mili- 
tary action, the Palestinian resistance now 
elTccts social and nation-building creative 
activity. By providing support to the Pales- . 
tinian family at a time when administrative / 
detentions, deaths and deportations arc ' " 
threatening its strength, the WWCs arc 
supporting die key social structure of 
present Palestinian society. The economic 
effects of lltc occupadon, and women’s in- • 
creased mobility, are changing gender 
roles. *** 

According to Azmy Bishara.a professor), 
at Birzcil University on the West Bank, 

“the intifada is an uprising of women and • 
youth. They have a strong role not only in 
the liberated classes. Women in the «

Another group showed slides of Israeli 
mistreatment of Palcsdnians in a^dAviv . 
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their jeep. The three soldiers took the two 
unarmed Palestinians to a deserted road 
and beat them. One finally escaped, and 
the soldiers left the other cousin to stumble 
home with a broken arm, his face bruised 
and bleeding from repeated kicks. 

There is no legal channel to protest such 
arbitrary attacks, but for Abeer and most 
women, such direct threats demand a 
response. “Women are sharing everything 
with men... she’ll run to the jeep and 
protect her son by slapping and hitting the 
soldier. Maybe the man is the one who 
throws the stones, but she’s the one who 
helps in everything. She brings him the 
stones." 

In the refugee camps the situation is 
even more intense. Sarnia, a 17-ycar-old 
woman from a refugee camp near Jerusa- 
j 1 1cm is in the Mount David Hospital with a 
I fractured arm that may have to be ampu- 
tated. She was hurt when “leaving from 
) school, I was standing with a young man 
I from my strecL We heard shooting and we 
saw another young man running with 
soldiers following and shouting. When he 
was running his leg twisted and he fell 
down, the soldiers were shouting, ‘Stop or 
we’ll shoot you.’ I followed when I heard 
this. I said to the soldiers ‘Why do you 
shoot?’ Then they shot me from five 
metres away. They left me bleeding and 
forbade the others to move me for an 
hour.” 

A The bullet used to shoot Sarnia was a 
dum-dum bullet that shatters when it 
enters its target. It destroyed Sarnia’s 
elbow as she crooked it to protect her head 
while leaning over her injured friend. 

The occupation is exacting a heavy toll 
on the lives of Palestinians. Since Decem- 
ber, 295 Palestinians and six Israelis have 
been killed in the Occupied Territories. 
Even with such pressure, Palestinian 
women like Leila and Sarnia arc creating 
resistance that is both organized and 
spontaneous; -They are crucial to keeping 
alive the ‘steadfastness’ of the intifada.

Last year’s MIRA election 
committee decided only students 
enrolled in certain core courses 
were eligible to vote. Students had 
to produce transcripts to prove this 
to get on the list of voters. Last year 
transcripts cost $4 . 

But Momingstar said the elec- 
tions were carried out in the same 
manner as previous years, and 
added that the voting process has 
been “enshrined in historical prece- 
dence". 

Last spring, the ASUS accused 
MIRA of making excessive de- 
mands for identification from some 
students in order to vote, while al- 
lowing those they recognized to 
vote without even showing a stu- 
dent card. 

“There were three separate cases 
of people not on the list who were 
allowed to vote anyway. MIRA 
determined criteria for voting, 
which is fine, and then changed it. 
They can’t have it both ways,” said 
Boal. 

According to Boal, by requiring 
students to produce proof they were 
IR students, the polling station vol- 
unteers effectively prevented all 



students they did not recognize 
from voting. 

The ASUS also claimed scruti- 
neers were influencing voters 
against certain candidates. 

Scrutineers were heard referring 
to candidates in a biased manner. 
One candidate was referred to as 
“the one with the earring” and the 
other as “the one with experience”. 

But Momingstar said ASUS 
never made a legal, itemized list of 
the allegations made against the 
MIRA election committee. “We 
never had an itemized complaint so 
we didn’t know what evidence to 
produce to support ourselves,” she 
said. 

Momingstar also said ASUS 
had a proposal to annul the elec- 
tions before any of the evidence 
was heard, and they ignored 
MIRA’s defence. 

Momingstar accused the ASUS 
of procedural negligence in their 
decision to overturn the elections. 
“Their meeting was a procedural 
nightmare,” she said. 

"We asked very simple ques- 
tions and everyone knows what the 
pollster said about the candidates,” 
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Boal said 

“We were elected on the as- 
sumption that we would make fair 
decisions. In light of the evidence 
we feel that the elections were un- 
fair and that they should be redone. 
It’s in everyone’s interest and we 
arc unanimous on this decision.” 

Boal addcd,“Last year’s MIRA 
executive doesn’t agree that the 
elections were influenced by com- 
ments and procecdurcs. Mostly, 
Barbara Momingstar is concerned 
with clearing her name and gives 
little, if any, regard to the fact that 
IR students are without an associa- 
tion.” 

Many Industrial Relations stu- 
dents are not aware that they should 
have an association because nci thcr 
the ASUS or last year’s MIRA have 
informed them, and new students 
have not had an orientation session. 

The final Judicial Board hearing 
will be on Tuesday, October 18 at 
20:00h in Room 302 of the Union 
Building.

male, but they spread it around.” 

As yet, the little feedback they 
have received from the advertising 
campaign has been positive. Re- 
search will be conducted at the end 
of it to sec how successful they 
were. 

The advertisements arc being 
shown on both English and French 
television stations and in CEGEP 
and University newspapers. They 
will run six weeks each, lasting 
until December 12. The third ad 
will only be shown on television, as 
it is geared towards an older audi- 
ence. 

Lcvcillc, Vickers, and Benson 
decided not to print the advertise- 
ments in major newspapers because 
the ads do not deal with a topic 
people want to talk about. “Stu- 
dents are more receptive to these 
concerns," said DesLauricrs. 

“The ad, promotes the stere- 
otype that men treat women like 
objects,” said Vi vian, a second year 
Arts student.

funds should not have been frozen. 

They argue that the matching funds 
policy should have been added on 
top of increased funding. In re- 
sponse to this criticism, the govern- 
ment announced an increase to the 
base grants in June of this year. 

S240 million will be pumped 
into the Natural Sciences and Engi- 
neering Research Council 
(NSERC), Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council 
(SSHRC) and the Medical Re- 
search Council (MRC) over the 
next five years. 

Savage doesn’t think this will 
alleviate chronic underfunding. 
“That increase is over the next four 
or five years and most of it comes in 
the fourth or fifth year, so that this 
year, the increase is less than the 
cost of living. We still think they 
should double the base grants.” 

Gilles J ulicn, the executive vice- 
president of NSERC, agreed. “It’s 
very nice to say that it will be $200 
million, it’s aiso very nice to say 
that it will be over five years. But 
what they never say is how it’s 
going to be paid. 

“You know, with an election 
coming up... The first payment is 
very small, and it is very easy to cut 
it [further installments] later,” he 
said. 

Alan Fox, Senior Policy Analyst 
of theSSHRC, is concerned univer- 
sities will be forced to rely upon 
corporate sponsorship. “We had 
some concerns about the program 
and about how appropriate this 
policy is for the human sciences," 
he said. 

“While there arc some areas 
where we would encourage a link- 
age between industry and universi- 
ties, primarily in the areas of man- 
agement, economics, and psychol- 
ogy, it would be more feasible if 
funding for the others could be 
provided from our base grant." 

Since the universities are re- 
sponsible for attracting private sec- 
tor sponsorships, arts and human- 



ties subjects suffered under the 
program. 

"Arts didn’t fit in terribly well. 
They don’t seem to manage to at- 
tract private donors and we don’t 
have the manpower to go out and 
seek donations,” said MacLachlan. 
“As a result, the federal govern- 
ment has really targeted research." 

The definition of ‘private sector’ 
in the scheme is another problem. 
Some sponsorships from crown 
corporations or schools boards 
have been declared ineligible. On 
the other hand, university endow- 
ment funds are considered part of 
the private sector. This difficulty, 
say critics, undermines the purpose 
of the program. 

“I think it’s a bit of a sham," said 
Maclachlan, “namely, they say the 
policy is to increase the amount of 
private funding when in fact all the 
universities have done is added up 
their private endowments." 

The SSHRC met its targets of 
private sector funding last year, and 
expects to meet its targets again 
next year. But Savage is skeptical 
the SSHRC will be able to secure 
the increasingly higher private sec- 
tor grants ncccessary to maintain 
their standards of research in years 
to come. "I just wonder if that’s re- 
alistic," he said. 

Other councils arc having 
trouble with the policy. "We have 
had to make it work, that’s for sure. 
We had to make it attractive to the 
private sector," said Julien. “And 
we have to seek reports from the 
universities because the funds arc 
not directed on a one-to-one basis."
